2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
terminal disclaimer and clarifying language in all the independent claims overcome rejections 
made in paper #27. While the new claims are directed to more specifically to species of etching 
and ashing, the previous claims contained generic independent claims that were inclusive of such 
procedures, as well as coating species. 

The IDS submitted 12/5/02 is made of record and noted to contain references where the 
electrodes have a different configuration than claimed.
